in their work. 


Training the Dega. 


The method of training is to start 


In to teach the dog to fetch an object, 
usually a man's cap. Then he ia taught 
to seek ont the wearer of the cap, to 
return and lead the trainer to the 
wearer, supposedly wounded. The dogs 
have also been used with great suc- 
cess - in detecting the presence of 
wounded men caught in the enemy's 
wire entanglements and unable to es- 
cape through weakness. 


With the formal transfer of the 


American ambulance to the American 
army, the ambulance ceases to exist, 
in name, as an auxiliary 'service of 
the French army, although it will be 
virtually continued as such until such 
time as the American army decides it 
needs it for its own uses. The Amer- 
ican ambulance is not, however, at 
the present time under the control of 
the Bed Cross, although that develop- 
ment may later occur.-

cros* and army citations are Basil K. 
Xeffel of Larchmont, If. Y., leader of 
Section 17 of the field service, ana 
Ora R. McMurray of Madison.

enlisted for one year or the duration 
of the war, Which implies that it's 
likely to be a long war yet; and when 
it has finally been won there will be 
serious question whether women or 
men did most. 
Short of actual fighting there are 


few kinds of work behind the front 
these girl soldiers will not soon have 
taken over. 
Drhers in the motor 


transport service, orderlies, military 
telegraph and telephone workers, air- 
plane repairers, mechanics, cooks, car- 
penters, shoemakers, tailors and mes- 
sengers—the list of their occupations 
is endless. 
For every four Tommiettes, three 


Tommies are released to do actual 
fighting, the only war work in which 
men can still e^cel. 
T Is hardly 60 years since any war 


service was though impossible 
for 


women. Florence Nightingale opened 
np the hospital field. Today almost 
the only men in the big military hos- 
pitals are the wounded soldiers and 
the surgeons. In the Third Ix>ndon 
general hospital, caring for 2,000 sol- 
diers, are 500 women, nurses, order- 
lies, waitresses, cooks and masseuses.
